acres with well bred seed corn increas- 
ed the yield per acre twenty-three bush 
els over that of ordinary seed corn. In 
another instance a farmer in that state 
planted 120 acres with well bred seed, 
and his yield was fifteen bushels of 
corn per acre over seed ordinarily se- 
lected. Professor Shamel is pursuing 
this work at the Illinois station with 
great care and industry. He says that 
the farmer who secured the well bred 
seed for the 120 acres paid $40 for it, 
but his net profit over ordinarily se- 
lected seed was .f840. These facts nre 
. very suggestive to all farmers and 
point to the importance of obtaining 
tho best pure bred seed corn possible.

The liual scenes iu the long and ad- 


venturous career of the ex-president 
<>i' ahe South African Republic, now on 
the point of absorption in the British 
dominions, are being enacted at a lit- 
tle town iRmied Hilvcrsum, in Holland, 
says tbe Philadelphia Public Ledger. 
According to the latest advices, his end 
cannot be very far off, and one of tbe 
most remarkable men of the last cen- 
tury will disappear forever from the 
s>Uige of human affairs. Mr. Kruger 
inhabits a small two story house, 
known as Casa Cara, similar in every 
way to tbe residences of the wealthy 
Dutch merchants and of tbe usual 
type of country bouses in Holland. 
There are grounds surrounding the 
buildiiig, iu which tbe'deposed presi- 
dent spends a good portion of eacb 
day. 


Hilversuna is a town of about 28,000 


inhabitants and is half an hour's ride 
by rail from Amsterdam. It is a fa- 
\orile country residence of tbe Dutch, 
being very healthful and quiet. Oom 
Paul rises early, according to bis life- 
loug custom, takes a cup of black cof- 
fee the first tbing iu the morning and 
when dressed repairs to the garden, 
where be remains as a rule until half 
I'ast 9. 
During this time be goes 


through his mail, which has previous- 
ly been classified for him by bis pri- 
vate secretary. He always takes witb 
him on these occasions bis two in- 
separable companions, a large pipe 
and a large, old fashioned 'Bible witb 
a large metal clasp. 


Although he knows the sacred books 


almost by heart, especially those of tbe 
Old Testament, and can always quote 
an appropriate passage from the Bible 
suitable for any "given emergency, yet 
he nevertheless reads his Bible every 
day under the shade of ji large tree in 
the pleasant grounds of tbe villa., At 
noon precisely, for Mr. Krnger is noth- 
ing if not methodical, he takes a cold 
luncheon with bis party, which, as s\ 
rule, consists of bis nephew.
